The meeting comes a day after 


Russia announced at Geneva its 
readiness to accept installation of 
a Moscow-Washington direct wire 
for use in any future war-threat- 
ening crisis. It was considered 
possible that Rusk and Dobrynin 
might touch on arrangements for 
technical negotiations on setting 
up this unprecedented 
link. 


Rusk was scheduled to fly to 


Paris tonight for a meeting open- 
ing Monday of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization and for talks 
with French President Charles de 
Gaulle and other Western Euro- 
pean leaders, including West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister 
Gerhard 


Schroeder. 


While Southeast Asian defense 


problems will dominate the dis- 
cussions in the SEATO conference, 
Rusk is certain to discuss Ger- 
man and Berlin problems with 
Schroeder. He is expected to talk 
over with De Gaulle U.S.-French 
differences on European 
policy.

ment were pounded out by loyal- 
ist military leaders and Rear 
Adm.

post-midnight session in Buenos 
Aires. In a terse communique 
they said agreement in principle 
had been reached on requirements 
to halt the fighting and return the 
armed forces to normal.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Forrest 


Rozzell, executive secretary of the 
Arkansas Education Association, 
said Thursday a legislative act 
earmarking new funds for teach- 
er salaries was not meant to ham- 
string needs of schools to expand 
curricula. 


Rodell took issue with reports 


that the measure, Act 258 of 1963, 
might make it difficult for some 
schools to expand services re- 
quired to retain accreditation and 
that such expansion would have 
to be paid for with local funds. 


The act was designed primarily 


to guarantee that teachers get a 
fair share of any increase in 
school revenues, he said. It pro- 
vides that all new state aid money 
go for teachers salaries and that 
60 per cent of any increase in 
local operating revenues go into 
the saary fund. 


Rozzell said the law had ade- 


quate safeguards for expansion 
programs.

In France 
Strikes Are 
Different

PARIS (AP)—In the normal tra- 


dition of organized labor a strike 
is when a lot of employes go off 
the job, picket the place and stay 
out until all or some of their de- 
mands arc met. 


The French, with fine Gallic 


flair, regard a strike in a totally 
different light. This attitude pre- 
vails generally except for French 
coal miners, who act as if they've 
been 
studying American labor 


practice. 


Strikes have been hitting France 


periodically for some months in 
varied fields of industry and en- 
deavor. 
They 
are 
French-type 


strikes, however, and this may 
also be defined as public nuisance 
in gigantic proportions. 


Take the metro (subway) work- 


ers. They call two-hour or four- 
hour strikes at surprise hours. 
People who are trying lo get to 
work fume, walk, hitch ricles or 
try to catch taxis. Everybody's 
temper gets a little thin. 


But the metro strike is against 


the government and the people in 
government who matter don't ride 
the metro anyway. The brief loss 
in revenue can't be large. Some 
resigned Frenchmen sit out these 
strikes, muttering angrily, until 
the trains rumble through the tun- 
nels again. 


At the end of these strikes ev- 


erybody goes cheerfully back to 
work. Only the people—who have 
nothing to say about metro wages 
in the first place—are inconveni- 
enced. 


The electrical workers do the 


same thing. They make surprise 
cuts in current. The gas workers 


crs.

UN Police 
Acceptance 


VATICAN CITY (AP)-A Bo-' 


man Catholic prelate said' today 
Pope John XIII, in his forthcom- 
ing encyclical on world peace, will 
call on all people to accept a 
United Nations police force. 


The Rt. Rev. Msgr, Ernesto 


Pisoni, writing in an Italian news- 
paper, said the enyclicat also 
would deal with what he called 
"just war and unjust war, for de- 
fense or for aggression, cold war. 
and internal and civil war sup- 
ported from abroad." 


Msgr. Pisoni's report on the en- 


cyclical came as Vatican sources 
disclosed the document probably

Oppenheimer 
Receives 
High Honor

WASHINGTON (AP) — Atomic 


physicist J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
denied a security clearance by the 
Atomic Energy Commission nine 
years ago, has been selected to 
receive the AEC's highest honor 
—the $50,000 Fermi Award. 


Selection of the controversial 


scientist, confirmed by a commis- 
sion spokesman Thursday night 
and expected to be announced to- 
day by the White House, immedi- 
ately opened two avenues of spec- 
ulation: 


That the government may ask 


him to do secret work and that 
he administration wishes to see 
dispelled the cloud that enveloped 
Oppenheimer in the 1954 security 
case. 


Oppenheimer, who will be 59 


April 22, is receiving the award 
'or "especially meritorious con- 
ribution to the development, use 
or control of atomic energy." 


A theoretical physicist, he di- 


•ected 4,500 workers at Los Ala- 
mos, N.M., from 1943 to 1945 in 
designing, building and testing the 
first atom bomb. Two months 
after the first successful atom 
3omb explosion, Oppenheimer re- 
signed. 


Since 1947, he has been director 


of 
the Institute for Advanced 


Study at Princeton, N.J., 
and 


from 1947 through 1952 he served 
as chairman of the general ad- 
visory committee to the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 


Oppenheimer lost his security 


clearance by a 4-1 vote after a 
lengthy and bitter hearing. 


Three AEC commissioners — 


Chairman Lewis L. Strauss, Eu- 
gene M. Zuckert and 
Joseph 


Campbell—based their decision on 
"his persistent and continuing as- 
sociation with Communists." 
A 


fourth, the late Thomas E. Mur- 
ray, said "Dr. Oppenheimer was 
disloyal" in the sense that he dis- 
regarded security regulations that 
restrict the associations of a man 
in a sensitive position. 


The lone vote upholding Oppen- 


heimer came from Dr. Henry D. 


I Smyth, a Princeton scientist who 
had worked with Oppenheimer in 
developing the atom bomb. "He 
is completely loyal," Smyth de- 
clared.

NEW YORK (AP)—The Associ- 


ated Press is gearing its news 
output to meet "a more discrim- 
inating, intelligent and knowledge- 
hungry generation," Wes Gallag- 
her, AP general manager, said to- 
day in his annual report. 


The worldwide news cooperative 


is meeting the challenge through 
use of new techniques, he said. 


"In an era where man probes 


the universe with missile fingers 
and primitive people leap turbu- 
lently into the 20th century, The 
Associated Press.faces a task as 
difficult as any in its 114-year 
history," he said. 


Gallagher cited "the grim nu- 


clear diplomacy of the cold war," 
the hot war in Viet Nam 
• and 


bloody struggles in the Congo, 
space exploration and segregation 
turmoil 
plexity 
news. 


"This torrent of news required 


new techniques in handling and 
delivery which were met by a 
highly trained, professional staff," 
he said. 


Gallagher's report was mailed 


to AP members in advance of The 
Associated Press annual meeting 
and luncheon in New York City 
April 22. 


Gallagher said 
breakthroughs 


have occurred in solving technical 
problems so that news and pic- 
tures can be transmitted "at a 
speed 
and 
with 
fidelity 
only 


dreamed of a few years ago." 


He noted, for example, that AP's 


new computer, producing tape fed 
at 1,000-words a minute into tele- 
graph circuits, delivers stock ta- 
bles in type a few minutes after 
the close of markets. 


"The major problems are not 


quantity, speed or worldwide re- 
sources, important though they 
are in serving the needs of more 
than 8,000 members and subscrib- 
ers around the world," he said. 


"The more difficult and compel- 


ling task is to redirect our news- 
gathering efforts to meet a more 
discriminating, 
intelligent 
and 


knowledge-hungry generation. 


"We are constantly searching 


for new techniques, new ideas and 
new ways of presenting the news."
